Surely it is time to break away 
from such irrational and harm- 
ful ideals, and the first step 
might well be that of ceasing to 
pretend that War is a glorious 
thing —— something. to be com- 
memorated with, pomp = and 
ceremony. ALL who. take an 
aggressive part In war are war 
criminals; but by far the most 
dangerous criminals are those in 
influential’ positions, such=as “the 
politician and clergyman, 
by subtie means talk people into 
believing that .war Is justified, 
providing our part ‘in: it consists 
of “defence” only.
